The work of the Financial Department at Headduartera Us to do 
in so large a measure with that of oth.!r branches, and shows In tl.eir 
Stcords, that a separate report from tlw Financial Secretary would be 
redundant. In the Field Resort we have, for instance, two very 
stnk.np indications ^of financial advance. In 1 9 1 4 the Self-Denial total 
tar the combined Territories was S43.726; in l»19for Canada East 
alone it was $75,591, and the returns from the Harvest Festival,, have 
been doubled. 

EVIDENCE OF PUBLIC CONFIDENCE 

The success of the Red Shield Drive last year, when $1,500 000 
was raised for the Army's Military nnd Repatriation Work, was 
another significant indication of the standing of the Organization in 
public confidence, and a determination that it should be enabled, so 
far as financial support is concerned, to cope with the needs and oppor- 
tunities of Ihc hour. 

. . Altogether there ;, VcIy goo| j groun( j f or ln( . 8taten , ent ma de'by 
i-ieut.-Colonel Smreton, the Financiul Secretary, that the financial 
position of the Salvation Army in Canada East was never before in 
so sound and satisfactory a position. This does not imply that money 
is a superfluity; there is, and will be as long as the- Army is the live 
concern it is, a continual race between opportunities for usefulness and 
Ihe means to meet them — with the former always in the lead. 

That the Properly Department has an excellent showing will be 
gathered from the statement that the coat of the erections, purchases, 
and alterations and repairs carried out during the five years, and of 
the buitdin E s now under construction, will be over three-quarters of o 
million dollars. 

APPRECIATION OF CO-OPERATION 

Elsewhere in thin issue will be found a letter addressed by the 
Commissioner to our readers, in which he expresses his appreciation 
of the unstinted support and hearty co-operation he has received from 
all rank,, and from the friends of Ihe Salvation Army. Specially 
associated with him in the responsibilities of the leadership of the 
Territory during the past live years have been thoae Officers who have 
held the position of Chief Secretary, in the first place Colonel Gaskin, 
and during the past three and a halt years. Colonel McMillan. 

Some idea of the Commissioner's personal effort during the five 
years mny be gathered from the following particulars, gleaned from 
his diaries, which he was good enough to place at our disposal. In thi* 
time he has travelled, from place to place, nearly I 15,000 miles, has 
conducted over 1.200 meetings, attended by audiences' aggregating 
within n very few of half a million persons. At these there have been 
8,484 seekers, 5,422 of whom were lor Salvation, Of the 193 Corps 
in Eastern Canada he has visited no fewer thon 133, while a number 
of Corps in Newfoundland and Bermuda have also seen their Terri- 
torial Leader in person. Councils held with Officers number 114, 
ranging in attendances from eleven at Cobalt and twelve in the Island 
of Bermuda, to the five hundred of a Toronto Congress. Lectures 
and addresses to Cadets number 86 : 5 I Youog People's Days have 
been held, and over sisty addresses have been given to Juniors.

Parole System* Working Well 

In Ontario the Parole System has seen a most 
remarkable development, the Provincial Govern- 
ment seeking the advice ami iissi^uncc of the 
Salvation Army, and granting us exceptional 
priviEcgc5 r through Ordcrs-iti- Council, for receiv- 
ing men on parole, and placing llietii in positions. 
Only a small proportion of the men linve failed 
to respond to the trust rcpo^d in thorn in con- 
nection with this system, and this has caused the 
authorities to warmly commend the Solvation 
Army for its share in'its application. 

_Thc work of earing for the wives and children 
ot thuse incarcerated has hceii committed to us 
and has also heen done efficient lv and success- 
fully. To Brigadier William Frniicr, the Assist- 
ant Prison Secretary, praise is certainly due foi 
the continued, development if info hrn'Hi.

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THE last five years have seen not merely a 
development in !hc Printing Department, 
hut a revolution. When' Commissioner 
fcichirds took charge of the Canadian Ter- " 
litory, one of his-first acls was toinspect the 
Friqting Department, in the basement of the 
/Temple. I remember the occasion very well, for 
the simple reason thaiTjSwas compelled to apolo- 
gize for our exceedingly poof equipment. We 
were endeavouring to establish a. reputation for 
; good printing with only a third-rate equipment 
- ot our disposal. The Commissioner at once dc- 
: cided that something should lie done. The first 
;' consideration was a new press for the special 
Easter and Christmas issues of "The War Cry," 
'Mvliich involved an expenditure of nearly $8,000, 
: -The next question was the Type-setting machine, 
r -, of venerable .ipc. The Commissioner agreed to 
: the purchase n f .1 new Linotype. 

For Christmas Cover* 

We were in need then of a special Folding 
Machine for the Christmas covers, and this also 
, yvaa installed. 

-About this lime our work began to increase 
bo rapidly that the new Linotype machine was 
Unable to meet our requirements* A request for 
a second machine was laid before the Commis- 
. sioticr, and agreed to. It was then found that 
there was an insistent demand for a mechanical 
folding machine for our LooMcts. etc., and a 
Cleveland Polder was purchased. This machine 
is specially adapted to take care of any demand 
for folding, and will do exceptionally fine work, 
making no less than irji different folds. 

We then took up the question of a LetLcr state 
of efficiency in the Composing. Room, and it was 
decided we should make our own type. At a 
cost of $3,700 a Monotype type-caster was in- 
stalled by which we make our own equipment. 

Just about this time wc were called upon 10 
■exert ourselves to, the utmost to produce more 
.printing," and wc found our equipment already 
loo small. It was therefore decided to purchase 
another large press at a cost of nearly 5io,ooo. 
Both our large presses are up-to-date in every 
particular, being supplied with automatic feeders 
..a^nd a perfect system of Electric Press Control. 

.-■ Uitd for Sixteen Year* 

Other demands were continually arising. The 
next to receive attention was the Cniting 
Machine, which had been in operation for oyer 
■ sixteen years. It broke down entirely and wc 
r found ourselves compelled to scrap it mid pur- 
chase a new one. That meant $2,000 more. 

Smaller improvements of various characters 
were continually being made. An overhead trol- 
ley line was installed by means of which the 
large rolls of newsprint-, weighing nenrly half n 



ton, arc stocked on our floors, easily and gently, 
a vast improvement on the old Gliding skid 
system. 

New imposing stones were bought for tile 
Composing Room, and our floor suuee increased. 

But the end is not yet. All our small work- 
was done on an equipment of three small presses, 
two of which were purchased over eighteen years 
ago. A new machine appeared on the market 
which would enable 115 to pet out the slum 1 
amount of work from one machine as could usu- 
ally be done on three. The matter was placed 
before 4 lie Board, and again, on its recommenda- 
tion, the purchase of this new machine wari 
aKTfd to by the Commissioner. 

A New "War Cry" Machine 

Wc found our greatest difficulty hi deciding nu 
a machine that would enable us To print a heller 
War Crv." The difficult v was lliar ilie circula- 
tion of -The War Cry" and ■Voting Soldier" is 
not .tiifliciciu 10 warrant us spending a large sum 
oi nwiiev on a liigli-Kpeed press. Our reader*

Complete Revolution 

Tt will lie fcen that the last five years have 
witnessed a complete revolution in the Priming 
Department. Wc only have one machine in 
operation that was 011 the ground when the Com- 
missioner landed in Canada. The total cost of 
the renewals and alterations will, in the long run, 
rcacli the sum of $60,000, and when it is re- 
membered that a]| ilicse expenses have been In- 
curred during the war period, it will .speak vol- 
umes for the vision which has seen that the wise 
expenditure of money, even during a time of 
stress, is a good investment. 

'i'hc nistory of the Printing Department in the 
];.*l five years lias shown the wisdom of this 
policy, as the profits earned for tin: support of 
the Salvation War -each year have been gratify- 
ing. As Manager of the Department I feel in 
duly bound to pay tribute to the Commissioner 
for his readiness sit all limes lo meet our wishes, 
and lo sanction the pu Hi rise o( Any machinery 
which will enable its lr. do quicker and better 
work.— George Allwdl. Urigailiur, 
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THE record of work done during the period 
under review would not be complete with- 
out reference lo the -Army's papers. "Tie 
War Cry" and "The Young Soldier." Turn- 
is work connected with thr production of these.

Takes Great Interest 
The Commissioner always takes a grcai in- 
terest in onr papers, and to this interest thi-ir 
progress owes a great tteaV II is dcmonsiiaieil. 
for one thing, in the provision, at grcai cnM, nt 
better machine equipment for their printing. In 
public and with Officers too, he docs not f;iil lo 
boost tile circulation. 

In considering the following .figures it should 
be remembered that during Ihe, period cuveieil 
Prohibition was brought into force, and thai the 
bars have been closed. This is a happy consum- 
mation of long years of warfare against ihe 
Brink that the Salvation Army would he the very 
last to make any complaint about, but in the nld 
days very many "Crys" were sold in the Hotels.
